' methods being used by pro­ 
moters to herd Lomita prop 
erty owners into incorpora 
tlon.

The law gives property 
owners the right to decide, 
for their own protection, 
whether to have an election 
or not. This is proper, be­ 
cause a majority of Lomita 
residents of voting age do not 
own any real property and 
pay no real property taxes, 
but can vote in any election 
like alt other registered vot­ 
ers. They can cut-vote prop­ 
erty owners who would have 
to pay the expense of city 
government through in­ 
creased taxation. 
- Property owners should.be 
permitted to make their de­ 
cisions without interference 
from outsiders and persons 
who are not Lomita property 
owners. The Lomita Civic 
League condemns these tac­ 
tics on the part of incorpora­ 
tion promoters.

We were amazed to learn 
upon inquiry that there is but 
one rescue squad, located in 
your main fire station, where 
it would be impossible to 
reach a victim in the nor­ 
thern or southern sections of 

 your city within eight or 10 
minutes. Heart victims need 
help within four minutes.

This seems to me to be a 
very inadequate life saving 
equipment for a city which is 
bragging of its All-America 
City honors. The taxpayer 
certainly is not getting the 
protection for his accident 
and heart victims that many 
other communities are blessed 
with.
